As we prepare to embark on our 
journey into the new year of 1994, it 
is fitting that we look back and re- 
flect on events of the past year. 

The following excerpts are from 
news items as they were reported on 
the front page of last yea:’s issues of 
The Elba Clipper. 


JANUARY 


January 7 - Elba School Board 
names Dale Crowe principal - As- 
sistant Principal Dale Crowe has 
been named principal of the Elba 
Elementary School, replacing retir- 
ing principal Sara Sharpless. Mrs. 
Judy Killingsworth, high school 
English teacher, has been named Su- 
pervisor of Instruction and Counse- 
lor. 


January 14 - Police Chief Freddie 
Hanchey fired by mayor - The Elba 
City Council mecting was fireworks 
as expected Monday night after the 
news spread that Mayor Ricky Hay- 
wood had dismissed Police Chief 
Freddie Hanchey Monday afternoon. 
Other headlines: Elba’s Mayor 
Ricky Haywood files suit against 
W&E Board; Elba W&E Board re- 
lieves Haywood as superintendent, 
Robin Earl Morgan pleads guilty to 
assault. 


January 21 - Jury finds Schaefer 
guilty of sodomy and sexual abuse - 
A Coffee County man was found 
guilty of first-degree sexual abuse 
and first-degree sodomy charges last 
Thursday by a six-woman and six- 
man jury. The verdict came after 2- 
1/2 hours of deliberation; Commis- 
sion has lengthy planning session - 
According to Commission Chairman 
Robert Stephens, the Coffee County 
commission’s planning session last- 
ed about five hours last Thursday. 


January 28 - Elba City Council 
hires police chief & hears hunting 
complaints - Elba native Jack Parker 
was named Chief of Police in a split 
vote by the Elba City Council Mon- 
day evening. The majority of the 
council accepted the recommenda- 
tion of Mayor Ricky Haywood and 
appointed the retired Deputy U.S. 
Marshal to head the department 
where he started in his law enforce- 
ment carcer, 


FEBRUARY 


February 4 - (Picture) Car-truck 
crash seriously injures one...A two- 
vehicle wreck involving a 1981 Hon- 
da Civic and a semi-tractor-trailer 
occurred approximately 2 miles west 
of New Brockton shortly before 11 
a.m. on Tuesday. The small car was 
being driven by Mrs. Pauline B. 
Gualls, age 54, of Ann Street in 
a. 


February 11 - Coffee County Com- 
mission to look at landfill options - 
In recent Coffee County Commis- 
sion meetings, County Engineer 
Mark Pool has been encouraging the 
commissioners to take action con- 
cerming solid waste disposal in the 
county. Reportedly, members of the 
commission have delayed taking any 
action before having a permil in 
hand (ADEM approved the county’s 
application to construct a Subtitle D 
landfill on Tuesday, Feb.9). 


February 18 - Young boys killed in 
double homicide - The youngsters 
were identified as being Quentin An- 
derson Burney, age 2, and Kerwin 
Donnell Horstead, age 5. Both chil- 
dren appeared to have died of multi- 
ple gunshot wounds, The incident 
occurred at 820 Roosevelt Dr, in 
Kennedy Estates located in Elba. 
Other headlines: Schaefer sentenced 
to 25 years in prison; Elba welcomes 
ays octor (Dr, Glenn A, Roberts, 
O,). 


February 25 - Elba City Council 
grants hearing to former police chief 
Hanchey - Former Police Chief 
Freddie Hanchey will get the hearing 
over his firing which he and his at- 
torney, Mike Jared, have repeatedly 
requested, City Auorney Mark Vau- 
ghan was present and presented the 
mayor and council with a letter from 
the city’s insurance company in- 
structing them to grant the hearing, 


MARCH 


March 4 - Headlines: Holley ques- 
tions levee ownership; Family 
chooses to be homeless; New Brock- 
ton ups sales tax 1/2¢ - Trash pick- 
up ordinance passed; Elba General 
Hospital adds surgeon to staff; Re- 
duction in Medicaid will impact lo- 
cal hospital and nursing home; Opp 
Jaycees Rattlesnake Rodeo sched- 
uled to begin Saturday. 


March 11 - Commission gives Cof- 
fee County BOE go ahead on special 
tax renewal election - Once again, a 
special election for the purpose of 
renewing the 5 mills of property tax 
for county schools was on the Coffee 
County Commission’s mecting agen- 
da; Elba High School one step closer 
to having alternative school; Elba 
youths arrested in shooting incident; 
Bomb threat at Southland. 


March 18 - (Picture) Snow Storm 
March 1993 - On March 17, 1990, 
the Elba Courthouse was surrounded 
by muddy flood waters reaching al- 
most to the second floor. Almost 
three years to the day, the Elba 
Courthouse was once again sur- 
rounded, but this time, it was by 
WHITE SNOW. Pictured was what 
the courthouse looked looked like at 
7:00 a.m. on Saturday moming of 
March 13, 1993. 


March 25 - Hearing for former po- 
lice chief Freddie Hanchey is now 
underway - A hearing is underway in 
Elba on the firing (suspension?) of 
former police chief Freddie Han- 
chey. The hearing began at 9 a.m. 
Friday and was continued until a yet 
unnamed date when testimony ended 
at 2:15 Friday aftemoon; Muddy 
streets complaint heard by council; 
City renews garbage contract; 
County commission acts on fire mar- 
shal’s report. 


APRIL 


April 1 - Questions surround ex- 
chicf’s hearing - Many questions 
have been asked by Elba citizens 
since the beginning of talks of a 
hearing on Elba Mayor Ricky Hay- 
wood’s efforts to terminate former 
police chief Freddie Hanchey. The 
words ‘“‘Due Process": surface when 
questions are put to professionals 
who are learned in the area of deal- 
ing with public employees and per- 
sonnel problems; Special grand jury 
indicts Burney on 2 counts of capital 
murder, 


April 8 - Coffee County citizens say 
no to tax - yes to one courthouse - 
Last Friday morning, April 2, more 
than seventy citizens of Coffee 
County gathered in the community 
room of the Farm Complex in New 
Brockton. A public hearing was held 
by the Coffee County Commission 
to hear comments on a proposed 
property tax to fund courthouse con- 
struction, 


April 15 - Elba City Council votes 
to reinstate Hanchey - The group, 
which voted 4-2 in taking this ac- 
tion, has been under the threat of a 
lawsuit from Hanchey since shortly 
after his dismissal by Mayor Ricky 
Haywood. Other headlines: Elba Po- 
lice Chief Jack Parker proposes a 10 
p.m, curfew ordinance for youth; 
Dorsey Trailers’ bomb threat a hoax; 
Fred Burney on trial for double mur- 
der, 


April 22 - Burney gets two life sen- 
tences - A Jury in Coffee County 
Circuit Court-Elba Division returned 
a guilty verdict in a double murder 
trial held on Wednesday, April 14, It 
took the jury, composed of 5 women 
and 7 men, only 15 minutes to return 
the guilty verdict; Another headline: 
Coffee County Farm-City Week big 
winner, 


April 29 - Landfill dominates com- 
mission meeting - After signing 
bills, the commission adjourned unul 
1 p.m, at which time they recon- 
yened to discuss the bid submitted 
by Waste Away, Inc, to handle the 
county’s solid waste disposal; An- 
other headline: A plank in county's 
history donated (picture) Mr. & Mrs. 
Curtis Smith donated a 150-year-old 
plank from the Wellborn Court- 


house. The courthouse was de- 
stroyed by fire in March of 1851. 


MAY 


May 6 - Coffee County to construct 

& operate landfill - In a split vote of 
4 to 3, the commission voted to go 
ahead with the construction of a 
landfill in Coffee County; Elba - 
Hanchey matter unresolved - “The 
City of Elba does not have the mon- 
ey in the budget to hire Freddie Han- 
chey to our Police Department, nor 
do I intend to hire him,” Haywood 
wrote. 


May 13 - Elba City Schools antici- 
pate no cash flow problem - Elba 
school board members heard some 
good news last Thursday night when 
Superintendent Charles Pearce re- 
viewed the financial statement with 
them and said, “I anticipate no cash 
flow problems when school starts.” 
Other headlines read: Commission to 
study county-wide recreation; News 
not good on Mulberry paving pro- 
ject. 


May 20 - Ex-Police Chicf Hanchey 
sucs city and mayor for $9,000,000 - 
“It appears...that the council and 
mayor have adopted the attitude that 
they will Ict a federal judge decide 
the responsibilities and liabilities of 
the partics involved,” said Attorney 
Mike Jared; Other headlines: Court 
orders new trial for Owen Ziglar; Dr. 
Katherine Windham, M.D. to open 
practice in Elba; Coffee Co. Com- 
mission awards garbage contract to 
Waste Away, Inc. 


May 27 - Engincer says Mulberry 
paving project complete in about 3 
weeks - The Elba City Council heard 
an engincer promise the paving pro- 
ject in Mulberry Heights should be 
finished in about three weeks, as- 
suming the weather remains reason- 
ably dry. Another headline: DA 
gives local police drug money - Elba 
received $14,905.65. 


JUNE 


June 3 - Four-county cffort being 
made to attract tourists to arca - Cof- 
fee County and its towns and citics 
joined forces with three other 
countics in an effort to attract tour- 
ists and new residents to the arca; 
Other headlines: Referendum is still 
on for property tax increase to con- 
struct new courthouse; Century 
Glove Inc., looking at Elba for possi- 
ble location of new facility. 


June 10 - Elba’s recreation program 
attracts record number of partici- 
pants - “We already have over 750 
players and coaches taking part in 
various bascball and softball leagues 
in the city,” added Mularz; Other 
headlines: Grand jury indicts four 
Elba youths; DynCorp announces re- 
duction in personnel at Fort Rucker, 
Other headlines: New Brockton 
Council in executive session; Elba 
City Council holds carly morning 
special session to approve bids. 


June 17 - Quick action by Elba city 
pool lifeguards saves youth from 
drowning - Lucus Lane, 11-year-old 
son of basketball coach and Mrs, 
Curtis Lane, had already stopped 
breathing when he was pulled from 
the bottom of the pool by Matt Hen- 
derson and Lifeguard Bryan Danicls, 
Another headline: Coffee County 
Commission sets election date & 
landfill fees, 


June 24 - Headlines: Elba’s schools 
formally dedicated; Construction 
(picture) has begun on the new ac- 
cess road to the Elba City School 
Complex; Col. Kenneth Suong now 
a Brigadier General; Nineteen have 
already lost their lives; Larry Gallo- 
way resigns as head of Elba’s electri- 
cal department; Lead & copper con- 
tent in Elba’s water is within 
acceptable level, 


JULY 


July 1 - Four employees of Elba W 
& E Department terminated after 
failing drug screening test - The 
group was suspended as of Wednes- 
day and according to Haywood, em- 
ployee guidelines require they re- 
main so until the next meeting of the 
ulility board; Other headlines: Elba 


City Council asks Industrial Board 
to turn over $27,500; Coffee County 
has first customer for landfill; Com- 
mission quizzed on cost of landfill. 


July 8 - Pair caught “trucking” 1/2 
million $ in Coffee County - Over a 
1/2 million dollars was confiscated 
Monday afternoon after State Troop- 
er Ronnie Whitworth stopped a ren- 
tal truck on U.S. Hwy. 84 west of 
Elba about 3:30 Monday afternoon 
and charged the two occupants with 
possession of a controlled substance. 
The charges were made after Whit- 
worth stopped the truck for speeding 
and smelled the distinct odor of mar- 
ijuana. The men then gave consent 
to search the vehicle. 


July 15 - Couch Construction 
awarded landfill contract - After re- 
viewing the three bids received for 
the construction of the county’s Sub- 
lille D landfill, Mark Pugh recom- 
mended accepting the low bid of 
$971,544.25; Other headlines: Puck- 
elt hired as supervisor of Elba Elec- 
trical Department; Elba BOE deals 
with personnel matters; Marijuana 
and property seized in raid; Elba 
City Council discusses curfew ordi- 
nance. 


July 22 - New Brockton reccives 
$370,000 CDBG Housing Rehab 
Grant - New Brockton Mayor Kath- 
ryn Holley received written notifica- 
tion from Gov. Jim Folsom that the 
sown had been selected to receive a 
$370,000 Community Block Grant 
(CDBG) for additional housing reha- 
bilitation; Another headline: Federal 
magistrate moves City of Elba one 
step closer to a special election. 


July 29 - Headlines: Four-year-old 
child missing four hours found safe 
and sound; Commission buys scales 
and okays budget changes; Elba 
BOE names David Stokes as assist- 
ant principal at high school; High- 
way department offers city a bridge; 
Law says turn on wipers and lights 


- when it rains; Public meeting sched-

AUGUST 


August 5 - (Picture) A large crowd 
of citizens was on hand at the new 
Elba school building Tuesday night 
to review plans presented by the Ala- 
bama Highway Department on pro- 
posed routes for the 4-laning of U.S. 
Hwy. 84 from Enterprise to Andalu- 
sia; New Brockton Town Council 
considers gas tax hike - In the first 
ordinance read to the council mem- 
bers, an increase in the tax on gaso- 
line and diesel fuel from 1 cent to 2 
cents was proposed; Another head- 
line read: Elba welcomes Dr. Wind- 
ham (Dr, Cathy Windham was pic- 
tured with Dr, John Kimmey). 


August 12 - Federal judge orders 
Elba to hold new municipal election 
- U.S. District Judge Myron Thomp- 
son has ordered the City of Elba to 
adopt revised district lines and hold 
new council elections, The City was 
given 15 days to file a schedule and 
plan for conducting new city council 
elections, Other headlines read: City 
plans to attack abandoned homes 
probienn: Nursing home receives 

mb threat; Commission changes 
date on property tax election, 


August 19 - Confusion reigns su- 
preme as to when city clection will 
be held - The City of Elba will hold 
a special municipal clection in an ef- 
fort to comply with a federal court 
order, The election will be either 
next month or in November, confu- 
sion reigns supreme at press time on 
which of these dates will prevail; 
Other headlines: Pike County wom- 
an found murdered in home; Elba 
W&E Board approves wansfer of 
$100,000 to City of Elba’s coffers, 


August 26 - Elba Cy Council ac- 
cepts crooked bridge & okays youth 
parking - Elba Mayor Ricky Hay- 
wood and the city council in a rare 
display of complete harmony, agreed 
unanimously in only six votes taken 
during their Monday night meeting; 
Other headlines: Reeves murder in- 
vestigation continues; Coffee 
County has mandatory garbage pick 
up; Wellborn first county seat of 
Coffee County (picture of historical 


marker unveiling); Elba’s special 
city clection set for Tuesday, Sept. 
21st. 


SEPTEMBER 


September 2 - Brunson still may run 
for his present council seat in special 
city election - Brunson acknowl- 
edged Tuesday afternoon that he has 
had a lot of people in District Four 
calling him or coming by with en- 
couragement for him to re-qualify 
and continue representing the dis- 
trict; Other headlines: Mark Pool 
elected president of AACE; Troop- 
ers say 13 motorists will dic; Elba 
plans action on lots and houscs. 


September 9 - Elba’s special munic- 
ipal election draws an even dozen - 
A full dozen candidates have quali- 
fied for the special Elba city council 
election ordered as a result of a fed- 
eral court redistricting case. All five 
incumbents have qualified as candi- 
dates. Four of the five Elba council 
districts have challengers. Only in 
District 4 was the incumbent, Bill 
Brunson, guaranteed a scat at the 
council table for the balance of this 
four-year term. Other headlines: Bill 
Waldon vying for District 2 scat on 
council; Wilson announces candida- 
cy for District 5 scat on council; Jin- 
right seeks re-clection. 


September 16 - Top headlines read 
as follows: Kinston secking county’s 
help on recreation complex.

September 23 - Gunman and hos- 
lage dic in Enterprise Shopping Cen- 
ter - A disaster occurred in Enter- 
prise Tuesday afternoon when a lone 
male gunman entered Bealls Depart- 
ment store and took three hostages. 
One of the hostages: was wounded 
and another dicd when she was re- 
portedly shot by the gunman as he 
went down in a hail of gunfire from 
law officers; Elba woman one of 3 
hostages - Tony Hudson, daughter of 
Mary Jo Hudson, and an cmployce 
of Bealls Department store suffered 
a gunshot wound to the leg soon af- 
ter the man entered the store. 


September 30 - Autopsy reveals 
sniper’s bullet killed hostage - An 
autopsy by pathologists with the Al- 
abama Department of Forensic Sci- 
ence revealed that the hostage, Edien 
McCrady, age 18, was killed by an 
Enterprise police sniper’s bullet; 
Other headlines: Coffee County 
Commission approves $7,252,413 
budget for FY-94; Local school 
boards must comply with new slatc 
laws.

October 7 - Headlines read: City 
(Elba) balks on 1¢ sales tax increase

(Jeff Clark).

November 4 - Wet/Dry question re- 
moved from Nov. 9th ballot - Circuit

November 11 - City of Elba facing 
possible default on bond payment - 
Elba City Council members were 
told Monday evening there wasn’t 
enough money in the bank to make a 
$83-84,000 General Obligation bond 
payment due the last of this month; 
New city (Elba) ordinance on hiring 
& firing; Myers captured after 12- 
hour manhunt, Enterprise courthouse 
lax proposal gets resounding defeat 
by voters on Tuesday; Coffee 
County keeps courthouse commit- 
tees. 


November 18 - Two-statc, four- 
county chase ends in shoot out near 
Opp - A chase which began in 
Holmes County, Florida ended in 
Covington County, Alabama with 
shots being fired and one individual 
wounded.

Some citizens ignoring new solid 
waste disposal laws in Coffee County 


The mandatory solid waste pro- 
gram for Coffee County began Octo- 
ber 4, 1993 with Waste Away col- 
lecting the residential solid waste. 

Since that date, the Health De- 
partment has been working with 
Waste Away and county residents in 
an effort to get every household to 
comply with the law, by participat- 
ing in the mandatory program. 

Nevertheless, there is still some 
households that are not participating. 
Therefore, the Health Department 
would like to inform the public that 
the only approved means of disposal 
of household waste are as follows: 

(A) - Subscribe to an approved 
solid waste collection service. 
Waste Away was granted the con- 
tract for residential collection out- 
side of municipalities. Commer- 
cial collection can still be made by 
any permitted solid waste collec- 


tor. 

(B) - Obtain a certificate of excep- 
tion from the Health Department 
to haul your solid waste to an ap- 
proved landfill, weekly. 

(C) - Receive a permit from the 
Alabama Department of Environ- 
mental Protection Agency for a 
Subtitle D landfill are met. 

The three methods of solid waste 
disposal listed above are the only ap- 
proved methods. Any other methods 
being ulilized are in violation of the 
law, and will lead to legal action if 
the unapproved methods are not 
abandoned. 

The fine for this violation can be 
as much as $500.00 per day. 

The Coffee County Health depart- 
ment will be glad to answer any 
questions conceming the above mat- 
ter.

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Commission hears request for funds from 
county health officials & water authority

Topics of discussion in Monday's 
meeting of the Coffee County Com- 
mission ranged from requests for 
moncy to ‘“‘a job well done.” 

First on the agenda was Kenneth 
Ball, administrator of the County 
Health Department, asking for fund- 
ing foran expansion to the Health 
Department building. 

Ball told commission members 
that Coffee County had been sclect- 
ed as a training center for Home 
Health Care (HHC). 

HHC personnel from Southeast 
Alabama will be trained at the cen- 
ter. 


Commissioners were told that an 
addition of approximatcly 4600 
square fect to the present health fa- 
cility would be needed. 

The additional space would be 
used to house the county’s Home 
Health Care Program and the arca 
training center. 

Ball, after conferring with John 
Flowers, maintenance supervisor for 
the county, estimated the approxi- 
mate cost of the construction to be 
$280,000. 

The commission was asked by 
Ball to fund the expansion with the 
State of Alabama guarantccing to re- 
imburse the county the full amount 


through a 20-year lease agreement. 

It was Ball's contention that this 
was a win-win proposition for Cof- 
fee County. First, the county will get 
an expansion to the Health Depart- 
ment building at no cost and second- 
ly, personnel coming to the training 
center will generate income for the 
county. 

After several mit ites of discus- 
sion, Commissioner Bill Faulk made 
a motion that the Commission Chair- 
man, County Administrator and one 
other member of the commission 
look at the county’s finances and de- 
termine if Ball’s request can be hon- 
ored. 

Faulk’s concern was whether or 
not the county would remain within 
its borrowing limits should they 
agree to fund the expansion. 

The motion carried by a vote of 6 
to 1. Commissioner Robert Stephens 
cast the lone dissenting vote. 

Stephens said, “I think the first 
priority on borrowing money should 
be the Enterprise Courthouse.” 

Before lIcaving, Ball informed 
commissioners that the Adult Day 
Care Center in Elba was in full oper- 
ation. 

The center has 37 full-time clients 
and 5 drop-ins. 

Ball also told members of the 
commission that the program is pres- 
ently being used as model for the cn- 
lire state.

Authority came before the commis- 
sion asking for $10,000.00.

However, the agreement to do so 
hinges on whether or not the county 
receives the grant recently applied 
for to expand Elba’s water system 
to provide water to residents near the 
county landfill. 

The grant has been applied for 
through the Alabama Department of 
Environmental Management and ap- 
proval is expected in the very near 
future. 

During the commissioners’ dis- 
cussion about GWA’s request, the 
idea of a county-wide water authori- 
ty was mentioned briefly. This possi- 
bility has been explored by a previ- 
ous commission but no action was 
taken. 

It was noted that with a county- 
wide authority, funding might be 
casicr and also, possibly more quali- 
ficd people could be hired to main- 
tain the county’s water systems. 

Prior to adjournment, Commis- 
sioner Robert Stephens was honored 
by his fellow commissioners. 

Commission Chairman Lawrence 
Creel presented Stephens with a res- 
olution recognizing him for his ser- 
vice on the commission since 1986. 

He was also recognized for his 
leadership during his term as Com- 
mission Chairman in 1992. 

Other matters of business coming 
before the commission were as fol- 
lows: 

***Approved the application for 
credit to be used by those wishing to 
be extended credit in using the 
county’s landfill. 

***Apreed to send out bid requests 
for herbicides to be used by the high- 
way department. 

***County Administrator Wilson 
Mobley to provide commissioners 
with a quarterly up-date on the bud- 
get at the next meeting. 

***Chairman Creel noted that Cof- 
fee County had received a $1,000 
check as a safety award from the Al- 
abama Association of County Com- 
missions. 

***Voted to sign a contract with 
Barbour County allowing them to 
dispose of solid waste in the 
county’s landfill. 

***Votcd 4 to 3 to comply with all 
recommendations from the State Fire 
Marshal’s office conceming the En- 
terprise Courthouse.

Matilda was born on January 5, 
1869 in Portsmouth, Virginia. 

She gained particular acclaim in 
1892 when she appeared at a Grand 
African Jubilee held in Madison 
Square Garden. A critic soon named 
her “Black Patti", after the Italian 
Prima Donna Adelina Patti. At first, 
Sissieretta Jones bristled at the name 
and the comparison it made, She 
wanted to play in the production of 
Aida and L’Africaine. However, ra- 
cial prejudice prevented the consid- 
eration from becoming a reality. 

She fulfilled other requests and 
had her one variety show, Black Pat- 
ti’s Troubadours. 

Jones retired in 1916, She died of 
cancer on June 24, 1933, In life, she 
cracked the door that would soon 
open to talented Blacks.

entrance. That portion of the porch 
jutted out a litte further than the 
porch that ran to each side. It had 
several small columns supporting it. 

I had always been intrigued with 
those columns that had to be 30" or 
36" in diameter and rose to hold the 
porch up to the second floor, This 
was a high ceiling house so they 
were tall. The house was built for 
Frank Rainer in about 1910. He was 
a brother of Young Wood and Wal- 
ter Rainer. 

As you know, I have always been 
curious and wanted to know how 
things were done in the days before 
any mechanical means were availa- 
ble in the way of cranes or lifts. I 
was talking to William Jacobs who 
was bom in 1895 and died in De- 
cember of 1971. We all called him 
Willie or most often Jakic. He was a 
carpenter. In our conversation I was 
asking about some of the early 
homes of Elba, He told me that as a 
big teenager he helped his uncle, by 
the name of Scroggins, to build sev- 
eral homes. The Rainer home was 
one of them. I immediately wanted 
to know about those big columns. 
He told me that they were shipped 
into Elba from somewhere in Geor- 
gia, by rail. The two of them filled a 
flat bed railroad car, His uncle got a 
log cart from the saw miller. I am 
sure lots of people never heard of a 
log cart. It had two large wheels in 
front with a tongue for two oxen or 
mules to pull it. A pole dressed 
down to about 8" smooth ran back in 
a slip sleeve onto the back two 
wheels. This could be moved for- 
ward or back according to the length 
to be hauled. This cart was taken 
over to the railroad and they slid one 
column at a time onto the cart and 
brought them to the already roughly 
constructed house. I then wanted to 
know how they raised them into 
place. Man power alone could not do 
it. He said they took block and tackle 
up to the second floor and pulled 
them up into place. There has never 
been any columns, before or since, 
to compare with those. 

Mr. Frank Rainer sold the house 
to Jim Marsh in 1920. I never heard 


of any of that family of Rainers ever 


returning to Elba for any reason. Mr. 
Rainer and his family moved to Mo- 
bile. I believe he was a banker. 

Mr. Marsh, like so many in Elba 


at that time, drilled a flowing well in 


the yard of his home. James J. 
Marsh’s wife was named Pearl. Mr. 
Marsh died in February 1931. Mrs, 
Marsh lived upstairs after his death 
and rented the lower floor. She dicd 
in May of 1948. 

Getheral and Doris Whitman 
Pinckard and family were living on 
the lower floor when the house 
burned to the ground on June 13, 
1950. The Marsh estate owned it. 
Robert Marsh is the only member of 
that family Icft living. 

How vast changes are made and 
we hardly take notice. That was a va- 
cant lot for many years, owned by 
Fulton F. Clark. Now where that 
house sat is the new U.S. #84 High- 
way, that was to make a straight 
route west, goes through. 

Willie Jacobs married Mamie 
Owen, There were four Owen boys 
and four girls. Gus Owen, an attor- 
ney, was the oldest. Mamic was the 
youngest. 

Several years ago, Judge Marion 
Brunson asked me to help get infor- 
mation on Elba's older homes. I did 
and a number were listed in the Clip- 
per. One that I could not find enough 
on was the house on Davis next to 
the Methodist church, It has always 
been one of a kind in Elba. The exte- 
rior design is very attractive and I 
think unique. It was built by a Dr. 
Robents, a relative of the Lee family. 
I would have reason to believe it was 
built around 1875-1885. When | 
grew up, and many people older than 
I, it was always called the Dan 
Knight place. 

Daniel David Knight was Sheriff 
of Coffee County for a long ‘time. 
Thanks to Sheriff Brice Paul. He 
gave me the info that D.D, Knight 
served from 1892 - 1900, Again 
from 1903-1907, A total of 12 years, 
He apparently bought the house 
when Dr, Roberts moved to Geneva. 
D. D, Knight was born in 1857 and 
dicd in 1926, He is buried at Elba’ 
Evergreen Cemetery in the Jordan 
Brooks family lot. Jordan Brooks 
married a Blue and so did Knight, 

It seems that Knight was sick a 
good while before he died and did 
not pay his taxes. After his death, M. 
A. “Gus” Owen bought his property 
for taxes and paid less than $1,000 
for it. I have no idea what arrange- 
ment was made between him and his 
family. Gus Owen never lived there, 
but some of his kin has owned it 
ever since, Ruth Jacobs Mooney in- 
herited it and lived there until she 
died there, Her daughter, Mahlon 
Mooney, inherited it from her and 
was living there when the flood of 
March 1990 occurred. She still owns 
it and keeps the grounds up, but she 
bought a home on Highland Drive, | 
have no idea of what will happen to 
that Elba historical home. The origi-
